Poland 


It is plain now why the Russian armies 
stalled for weeks from the Hungarian bor- 
der to the Baltic coast, while the battle for 
Budapest dragged on. They were regroup- 
ing, bringing up supplies, building roads 
and railways, in preparation for what the 
Berlin radio calls the “greatest offensive 
of all time.” 

In seven days the Nazis have been al] 
but cleared out of Poland. East Prussia 
18 cut off and heavily invaded. Warsaw is 
free. The avalanche, estimated at 2,500,- 
000 men, which Swept over the enemy de- 
fences a) mg the Vistula thre atens to sweep 


on to the Oder without a halt, thirty miles 
inside the border of the Reich. Obviously 
the Russians were not wasting the time 


while they waited for the ground and the 
rivers to freeze, and for the fall of Buda- 
peat, 

Poland was the first country upon 
which Hitler loosed his blitzkrieg forces, 
Warsaw the first great city where the 
Nazis displayed their superman fiendish- 
ness. For five years the people of that 
country have been subjected to all the var- 
ieties of torture and abuse employed in any 
of the overrun states. It was in Poland 
mat the “death factories” were built and 


mass murder reduced to a scientific pro- 
cess for the “reduction of non-German 
populations.” 

If Poland symbolizes the meaning of 
the Nazi creed and the free play of Nazi 
cruelty, it symbolizes also the fate that is 
surely and swiftly closing in upon the Nazi 
power. That monstrous organization must 
be destroyed as completely as it destroyed 
Warsaw. With it civilized men can make no 
truce. Poland is the warning to the world 
of what it must expect if the war-mongers 
were left any chance to ever regain power 
in Germany and turn that mighty state 
again into an instrument of aggression. 

What has happened in Poland in the 
last week is proof that the free nations do 
not have to hand on any such legacy of 
menace to the next generation, The Nazi 
power, and the Prussian militaristic caste 
which spawned and sponsored it, can be 
smashed beyond any possibility of recov- 
ery.

They'll Probably Fight 


Interpreters of the war news suggest— 
but no more than suggest —-that Tokyo 
may have “written off” the Philippines as 
more lost booty. They cite the possibility 
because no serious attempt was made to 
prevent the landings at Lingayen Gulf, 
and no formidable resistance encountered 
as General MacArthur's forces fanned out 
from those bridgeheads on the road to 
Manila. 

Against this suggestion is the fact that 
the Philippines would give the Allies an 
admirable base for amphibious attacks on 
the Jap-held China coast, and for air and 
naval operations against - Japan itself. 
That advantage Tokyo does not seem 
likely to yield until it is compelled to. 

There is nothing in the record to en- 
courage hope that Luzon will be given up 
without a fight somewhere, perhaps a last- 
ditch fight. In a score of other islands Jap 
garrisons have fought until wiped out, to 
hold outposts of little relative importance. 
The Philippines are too valuable a prize, 
and too vital a base, to be surrendered 
willingly.

Australia’s Aluminum Industry |

COFFEE AND HEART DISEASE 
In the realm of King Hokum, a 
visitor from Mars might infer from 
what he hears on the air and reads 


in the magazines that in order to 
guard ofte's health, steady one’s 
nerves, keep one’s digestion in or- 
der, protect one’s throat, maintain 
strength and vigor and hold one's 
job it is imperative that one smoke 
the right kind of cigarettes, chew 
the right kind of gum and drink 
the right kind of beer, wine and 
whiskey. However, if in spite of 
these precautions one gets that

The truth that coffee 
neither causes nor aggravetes heart 
disease, when used in the ordinary 
way as a beverage. A cup or two 
of good coffee, hot or cold, with or 
without sugar and milk or cream, 
gently stimulates the heart, the 
cerebrum, the muscles, the general 
metabolism, refreshes and relieves 
weariness, and this pleasant action 
is not followed by an appreciable 
depression or let-down 

Children under sixteen and some 
invalids should not take coffee—-in- 
valids should be guided by the ad- 
vice of their physicians as to the 
use of coffee. Most persons are kept 
wakeful if they take coffee within 
four hours of bedtime. But it 
silly to imagine coffee taken at 
breakfast or after dinner will dis- 
turb sleep more than four hours 
later. 

The caffeine in coffee has one 
particular effect that is rather de- 
sirable in many cases of heart di 
sease, especially coronary disease 
(impaired circulation through the 
arterioles in the heart wall) It 
tends to dilate these arterioles and 
so permit better blood supply to the 
heart muscle.
